Refusing. he. was led to a seat and 
later became abusive toward the offi- 
cial, who took him in charge and put 
him off the train. Derrickson was 
arrested and at his trial last Saturday 
the jury disagreed. Another jury was 
summmoned Tuesday to try the case. 
An appeal was taken to* the Circuit 
Court and the accused was released on 
bond pending the outcome of his case 
in the higher court.

Stanley Deserves Credit. 

Congressman Ai O. Stanley, of Ken- 
tucky, chairman of the committee of 
the House of Representatives which 
investigated the Steel Trust, deserves 
great credit for the systematic and 
highly capable way in which he con- 
ducted the inquiry. 

The cost of the entire investigation 
was but $39,000. This amount is in 
striking contrast to the cost of some 
of the investigations under the Repub- 
licans, notable that of the immigra- 
tion question at an expense to the peo- 
ple of more than $600,000. 

Mr. Stanley saw tu it that there was 
no personal excursions or junckets 
with the money. apDrooriated for the 
prohe of the steel corporation. He 
was willing to spend money for all 
necessary expenses, but was careful 
that not a dollar was squandered. 

It will be recalled that the investi- 
gators of th* immigration question 
spent their appropriations like water, 
tcuring Europe in the most luxurious 
style, visiting, "at the governments ex- 
pense, all the prominent places of in- 
terest, even journeying to the prya- 
mids in Egynt. 

Mr. Stanley's name will go down in 
history along with the masterful re- 
port of his committee, and he and the 
members of the committee who co-op- 
erated with him, deserve well in the 
estimation of the American people for 
the work well done. 



Never Complain Against Hello 
"Hello furl." 

Although he has used the teephone 
practicay ever since it has been in- 
vented Dr. Geo. H. Detwiler. pastor 
of the West End Methodist, church 
Chicago, said in a recent sermon that 
he had never found cause for com- 
plaint against the telephone girl. Dr. 
Detwiler delivered a sermon upon 
"Couriesy," and severely criticized 
some people on their conduct. He re- 
ferred to a church member who had 
spoken in such|manner to a street car 
conducter that he was compelled to 
make an apology to the company. He 
showed now it pays to be courteous 
on trains, in hotels and other places. 
On several occasions he showed how 
by standing aside quietly when there 
was a scramble and confusion he had 
secured the best room in a hotel and a 
lower berth in a Pullman 'car, while 
others in a scramble ahead ot him lost 
out. 

Dr. Detwiler showed how courtesy is 
a big factor in practical religion. He 
adm tted that there are provocations 
and sometimes things don't work ex- 
actly right. In using the telephone 
when'ihis occurs he thinks of how the 
operator has been at her post since 7 
o'clock in the morning and has been 
persecuted by many others, and he is 
willing to hold his peace. Dr. Det- 
wiler said there is probabiy nothing 
more harmful to the church short tf 
downright viciousness than lack of 
kindly courteousness on the part of 
those claiming to be deciples of Christ.

patasites. If the parasites are r.ot i 
present in a locality tlie chinch-bug 
■imply luxuriates until they appear, 
and It is with this thought in mind 
that the Entomologist and Botanist of "j 
the Kentucky station has made prepa- 
rations to furnish Kentucky farmers 
jwith cultures of the white fungus for 
use against chinch-bugs. 

Ii the bugs are present in corn fields 
even in small numbers it may be well 
tu establish the fungus there as a pre- 
caution against turther increase in 
their numbers, though k will oe round 
easier to set it at work where a large 
supply of bugs can be secured at one 
time. Judging by recent complaints 
of injury to corn, Grant, Gallatin, and 
Henry counties offer an excellent field 
in which to test the white fungus. 

Directions for using the fungus will 
accompany each package sent out from 
the Station. Those wishing to give 
it a trial should write to H. Garman, 
Kentucky Experiment Station, Lexing- 
ton, Ky. 

The fungus will be furnished free as 
long as the supply holds out and with 
the understanding that it is not guar- 
anteed to "catch". This may depend 
as explained on conditions, and upon 
the care with which directions are fol- 
lowed.

New Jersey Fisherman Lands 
Queer Specimen Five Feet 
Long After Hard Fight. 



TWO ROWS OF TEETH 



The Monster That Is a Cross Between 
Alligator and "Jersey Devil" Will 
Be Sent to Smithsonian Institution 
to Be Identified. 



Philadelphia.— Attacked by a myste- 
rious creature, variously described as 
a "monstrous amphibious animal" and 
a "furious freak fish," Daniel Miller, a 
shad fisherman, was rescued from 
harm by his companion, Harry Taylor, 
in the Delaware river off Gloucester, 
N. J. 

For five minutes after the creature 
had been hauled into their boat it 
gave battle. Until Miller became ex- 
hausted he fought the attacks with his 
fists. Taylor, who was operating the 
boat, was afraid to leave his position 
while the battle waged, for fear the 
boat would capsize. 

Miller, who is one of the oldest fish- 
ermen in Gloucester, accompanied by 
Taylor, set out with nets for shad 
early this morning. Shortly before 
noon, when they were preparing to re- 
turn home with their supply of fish, 
they pulled in the net. 

As they brought it to the surface the 
weight became noticeably heavy. 
There was a constant jerking at the 
ropes. At last they were unable to 
pull the net any higher and lashed it 
to the side of the boata. When Miller 
opened the net the creature sprang 
from the water at him. The force 
sent Miller sprawling into the middle 
of the boat. The creature, which had 
two rows of long teeth, snapped at 
him viciously. 

When the fishermen finally landed 
their "catch" on land, hundreds of per- 
sons flocked to see the creature. It 
was taken to Miller's boathouse. Fish- 
ermen who have seen and caught 
many kinds of fish shook their he

when asked what they thought the 
thing was. 

The creature measures 5 feet 4 
Inches from the head to the end of the 
tail. The tail alone measures 3 feet. 
The head resembles the head of a 
large "snapper" and is not unlike that 
of an alligator. It has twenty teeth, 
some short and ragged, while those in 
the front are shaped like a dog's, 
long and pointed. 

On its broad dgray back are scales 
] from one to two inches in length, 
' which overlap one another. The crea- 
j ture has four feet, like those of an al- 
! ligator. . When standing it would be 
| about a foot from the ground. The 
| tail, shaped like a huge cone, resem- 
I bles the tail of an alligator. 

A number of the oldest fishermen 
believed at first that the creature was 
a lizard more than two centuries old, 
while others declared that the thing 
answers to the description of the "Jer- 
sey devil,' which several years ago 
gave the entire eastern states a fright. 

The thing will be kept by Mr. Miller 
at his bath house and placed on exhi- 
bition for a few days. In the mean- 
time the scientific authorities at 
Washington have been asked to exam- 
ine the creature and pass judgment as 
to what it may be.

Local Men Organize Coal Com- 
pany. 

A gigantic coal company with a cap- 
italization of $10, 000. to develop a large 
coal field in Morgan county was the 
plans set forward at a meeting of sev- 
eral|prominent men of Paris and Lkx- 
inirton held here Wednesday afternoon. 
Practically all of the stock of.the con- 
cern has been subscribed and Jt will be 
incorporated in Bourbon county under 
the State law. 

The^company will be known as the 
Coney-Cannel Coal Company and more 
than two hnudred acres of valuable 
coal lands in Morgan county will be 
developed. At the head of the oom- 
^pany is Mr. P. J. Johnson, of Lexig- 
| ton, who will fill the office of President 
and Dr. F. M. Faries was made Vice 
President, while Lee Starke, of this 
city, is Secretary and Treasure.

The company owns two hundred acres 
of rich coal lands in Morgan county, 
which it plans to develop and the work 
will begin as shortly after the com- 
pany is incorporated as possible.
